New Yobk, Jan. 31.—The third day 
of the horse car road strikes opened witii 
many of the strikers suffesiag from 
broken and sore heads, the results of 
yesterday's conflict with the blue coats. 


The net results of the police force 
efforts yesterday was to send some sixty 
cars over the tied up roads. Some of 
these show traces of hard usage. No 
cars were sent over the Broadway road 
yesterday nor last night. But it is 
stated that the company will run cars 
this morning, and that some seven hun- 
dred new men have been hired to take 
the places of the strikers. 
Th% latter 
are in an ugly mood and the new men 
will no doubt receive rough handling if 
the slightest 
opportunity 
affords. 
Every hour adds to the bitter feeling. 


Some of the lines started their oars 
out this morning and ran them without 
much interference on the part of the 
strikers, but the other roads refused to 
commence operations on account of the 
threats of the crowd who hung around 
them all morning. The managers of the 
roads say they can employ all the men 
they want to take the places of the 
strikers. 


Around the stables of the Belt line, 
on Fifth avenue and Fifty-third street, 
the air was full of suppressed excitement 
and sensational rumors. 
There is no 
denying that the men here are in an 
ugly humor. This is the only stable on 
the Belt line, consequently all 
the 
strikers congregate here in a body. 


The fact that the road intended to 
run a car yesterday and had to give it 
up, has greatly encouraged the strikers, 
and they are loud in reiterating their 
threats of yesterday, that if a car is ran 
out of the stables it will be thrown 
bodily in the river with all on board. A 
great n^any of the men have already be- 
come fighting drunk and will not, it is 
believed, allow themselves to be held in 
check by their more sober brethem. A 
big force of police has been sent for and 
trouble is expected to begin at any 
moment. 


At police headquarters the reports 
from all along the line were that no out- 
breaks had 04^urred up to 9 a. m. Su- 
perintendent Murry had stationed a 
number of mounted policemen as pickets 
at the danger points. 


At 8:30 this morning Inspector Steers 
informed Superintendent Newell, of the 
the Broadway line, that he was ready to 
protect the men if they wanted to run 
the cars. Suijerintendent 
Newell at 
once gave orders for five cars to be put 
in readiness to proceed down town. 


The inspector had over 200 policemen 
on hand to preserve order. 
From ten 
to twenty policemen were stationed up- 
on every comer on Broadway, as far 
down as Thirtieth street. 


Five oars were run, and they made 
successful trips without being molested 
by the strikers. Sixteen cars made suc- 
cessful trips on the Sixth avenue line, 
and cars were run on several other 
roads. 


A delegation of business men called 
on Mayor Grant this 
morning and 
asked him to use his influence to bring 
about a speedy settlement of the strike. 
The mayor said he was only too willing 
to do what he could towards settling the 
great difficulty. 
He added, however, 
that as there was a state board of arbi- 
tration created to meet such emergen- 
cies as the present, he did not feel called 
upon to interfere with its prerogative. 


The attempt of the Broadway line to 
run cara was wholly suocessful. The 
company sent out a score of cars none 
of which were interfered wit^. No can 
will be eentoat after 4 p. m. One mac 
named Meltenbetg, who was taken for a 
soab, was aeveraly beaten on.Fifty-third 
street

The 
police were preparing to clear the ave- 
nue, and serious trouble was feared. 


BbookxjTM, Jan. 31.—Of 
the 700 
policemen in the city, including capt- 
ains and other officers, 600 were placed 
this morning on duty along the route of 
the Fifth avenue line. 
The crowd of 
strikers was cleared from the vicinity of 
the stable, at Atlantic and Third ave- 
nues. Secretary Richardson then had 
a Fifth avenue car run out. 


Twenty-two 
mounted 
policemen, 
under the command of the two ser- 
geants, surrounded the cars. Secretary 
Richardson, twelve policemen and two 
reporters got on the oar. 
There were 
also a number of policemen moving 
along on either side of the car, which 
was then started in the direction of 
Greenwood. It met with few obstruc- 
tions. These secretary Richardson re- 
moved. 
When 
the 
car 
reached 
the 
comer 
of 
Fifth avenue and 
Seventeenth street, a stone, which came 
from the roof of one of the tenement 
houses, crashed through the roof. 


At Fifth avenue and Twenty-second 
street, a brick was hurled through the 
window, but no one was injured. On 
the retum trip the car was not stopped 
until it reached the comer of Hoyt and 
Nevins street, when some of the strikers 
ran a large beer truck across the track. 


The police made a charge on the 
crowd and clubbed them right and left. 
A man named James Chapel, who had 
hold of the truck, was badly clubbed 
and was arrested. Several others were 
arrested for carrying stones. The car 
passed down to the bridge and retumed 
to the stable on Atlantic avenue without 
any further interférence. 


CON« BBSS. 


Tbe Bepublican Senator« Will Pash 
a BUI to Admit Some of tlie Ter- 
ritories as States. 


Washington, Jan. 31.—At a caucus 
of republican senators, this morning, it 
was decided to prepai-e a new bill pro- 
viding for the admission into statehood 
of ^ e territories of Washington, Mon- 
tana and the two Dakota», and to push 
the bill through congress during the 
present session, i£ possible. 


SENATE. 


After morning business the senate took 
up the diplomatic appropriation bill. 


The Samoan question was again dis- 
cussed in the senate this afternoon. 
Senator Reagan continued his speech of 
yesterday, and said that, in his opinion, 
it was time that the United States as- 
serted its rights in Samoa or called it»« 
representative home. 


The senate has adopted without di- 
vision the amendments to the consular 
and diplomatic appropriation bill re- 
ported by the committee on foreign re- 
lations; appropriating $500,000 to pro- 
tect the interest of the United States in 
Samoa, and $100,000 to construct and 
maintain a coaling station in the harbor 
of Pago Pago, the money to be immedi- 
ately available. 


In the senate this afternoon, Mr. 
Hale intimated that the Somoan debate 
would come up again in a more serious 
form (perhaps involving the relations of 
the United States and Germany). 
The 
consular appropriation bill was passeil, 
and the senate, with closed doors, re- 
sumed consideration of the British ex- 
tradition treaty.

in the English language at Apia.

British subject, who visited Mataafa,

arrested,

in compliance with the demand of the 
British consul. The police of Apia have 
been placed under German control and 
the town is at the mercy of the latter. 
Six thousand of Mataafa's followers 
have entrenched 
themselves strongly 
and are ready to give battle to the 
Germans. 
The Samoans are rapidly 
joining the forces of Mataafa. 


When the steamer Richmond arrived 
at Apia, she was boarded and searched 
by the Germans. 


Washington, Jan. 31—The cable dis- 
patches from London, stating that Ger- 
man naval officers had been ordered to 
search all vessels in Samoan waters, 
were sent into the senators by the two 
press associations and read to the sen- 
ate, creating quite a sensation.

fees;

state, $1,200; clerk 
to 
secre- 
tary of state, $750; clerk of printing 
board, $2,000; auditor of state, $2,000; 
deputy auditor, $1,200; clerk in insur- 
ance department of 
auditor's office, 
$1,000; clerk in land department, $1,000; 
adjutant general, $1,200; quartermaster 
general, $300; treasurer of state, $1,500; 
deputy treasurer, $1,200; attorney gen- 
eral, $2.500; clerk to attorney general, 
$600; superintendent of public instruc- 
tion, $2,500; two clerks to superintend- 
ent, $750 each; law libi-arian, $1,200; 
state librarian, $1,000; assistant state 
librarian, $600. 


The bill farther provides that the pay 
for county clerks shall all come through 
fees, which are cut down about one-half 
from the present rate.

The bill proposes to repeal all 
existing laws with reference to the fees 
and salaries of state and county officers.

INDIARAFOUB, 
J a n . 81.—Although 
there was not a oonstitational majority 
present to pass biíls, th«« were enough 
senators left from the visitors to tiie 
penitentiaiy north and the Terre Haute 
normal school, to consider reports of 
oommittees and order bills engrossed, so 
long as no one called for the ayes and 
n a ^ . 


A few days ago a motion was carried 
to have bills considered on second and 
third readings upon the call of senators, 
instead of the order in which they are 
reported back. 
Therefore when the 
senate proceeds to bUls on second or 
third realing the roll of the senate is 
called in alphabetical order, and as each 
senator is called he has the privilt^ of 
calling up for consideration any one of 
the bills introduced by him, provided it 
is in order. 
Mr. Barrett was the first 
senator called to respond with a bill. 
He asked that the following be taken 
up: 


Sec. Be it enacted by the general as- 
sembly of the state of Indiana, that in 
all cities having a population of 
fifteen 
tiiousand or more, according to the cen- 
sus of 1880, the sdiool trastees of such 
citíes shall keep and maintain night, 
^bools, between the hours of 7 and 9:30 
p. m., during the régulai' school term as 
a part of the systems of common schools 
whenever twentv or more inhabitants of 
any such city who desire to and who 
shall attend such school and petition 
such school trustees so to do. 


Sec. 2. All persons between the ages 
of fourteen and thirty who are actually 
engaged in business or at labor durin; 
the 
shall be permitted to atten 
such school. 


Strange as it may seem to one who 
has not watohed the course adopted by 
the republican party on all questions 
affecting the poor people, the republi 
cans made it a party question by oppos- 
ing it in the form it was reported. They 
did not oppose the engrossment of the 
bill. 
That would place them to square- 
ly on record against labor legislation. 
But they resorted to the modem system 
of killing bills—loading them 
down 
wi th amendments. 
In congress or in 
legislature the republicans have to re- 
sort to this indirect method of obstruct- 
ing bills for the benefit of the poor peo- 
ple. 
A change of one word would be 
enough to defeat the object of the bill 
even if it became a law, and the repub- 
licans were not slow in finding this out. 
Mr. Shockney offered an amendment 
to substitute the word 
"may" for 
"shall" in the first section, so as to 
make 
the 
clause 
read, "The 
school trustees tnay keep and maintain 
a night school," ete. 
There is a law 
now upon our statute books which gives 
school trustees the same power that this 
bill would give them if Mr. Shockney's 
amendment prevailed, but no schools 
have been established, and the object of 
the Barrett bill is to compel the trus- 
tees to establish them whenever a reas- 
onable number demand it. 
The repub- 
licans were not satisfied with amending 
the first section, but offered an amend- 
ment to add to section 2: "Provided 
said trastees decide that public necessity 
requires it." 


In discussing the feasibility of night 
schools the republicans took the posi- 
tion that the regular day schools were 
sufficient to educate the people. Mr. 
Johnson thought the object of the bill 
could be better accomplished by a com- 
pulsory 
education 
law than 
night 
schools. 


When Mr. Barrett asked how a com- 
pulsory education law would help to 
educate a man or woman above the age 
of twenty-one, he was answered from the 
republican side that under the present 
law people above school age were en- 
titled to attend the public schools. Even 
if this were trae, it would be absurd to 
expect a man of twenty-five to attend 
school with small children. 
Besides, 
the bill is intended for workingmen who 
have no time to attend during the day. 


The whole forenoon session was taken 
up by the republicans in championing 
the amendments to the bill, and when 
the question upon their adoption was 
put to a vote, the republicans demanded 
the years and nays; meantime, Mr. Bar- 
rett, knowing that there was not a 
quoram present had the question de- 
ferred until 2 o'clock this afternoon. 


When the senate convened Mr. Bar- 
rett called up his night school bill which 
was taken up, discussed and made a 
special order for to-day at 2 o'clock. 


Mr. Barrett's election bill and a sub- 
stitute for the election bill of Mr. 
Thompson of Jasper, were recommend- 
ed for passage. 


A bill 
Mr. Shockn^ to make the 
crimes of fhe principal and accessories 
equal before the law, went to the en- 
grossing room without opposition. 


The shortest bill f i the session, 
Mr. ürmston, which readi as follows, 
was also passed to a third reading:

and Noble to DeKalb and Steuben. If 
the bill passes a new judge wiU be ap- 
pointed for the Kosciusko circuit, and 
Judge Adair, of Whitley, who was ap- 
pointed by Gov. Gray to fill the tm- 
expired term of Judge Olds last Decem- 
ber, would serve in the new circuit of 
Noble and Whitley until the next elec- 
tion, when a successor would have to be 
elected. 
Judge Adair claims that the 
bar of both counties favor the scheme, 
irrespective of party.

Senator Barrett's bill relating to street 
and sewer improvements has been re- 
ported upon favorably, and it is likely 
to become a law. 
It .provides that a 
special assessment fund shall be created 
by cities and bonds may be issued. 
Street and sewer improvements may be 
paid for from this special assessment 
fund, and the property owners may be 
allowed ten years time in which to pay 
their share of the assessment, with in- 
terest at the rate of 6 per cent, or, if 
they prefer, they may pay the fuU 
amount and thereby save the interest.

The senate and house committees re- 
cently relegated the bill introduced by 
the association of city attomeys to the 
pigeon holes of oblivion, on the ground 
that it was only a bill to give more fees.

A 
committee of city attomeys had a con- 
ference with the senate committee and 
were given considerable encouragement, 
but the house committee gave them such 
a cold snub that the attorneys picked up 
their hats and left the room.

mittee, however, reconsidered their ac- 
tion and sent a messenger after the 
angry attomeys. 
Yesterday afternoon 
another meeting was held, and all seems 
to be peace and harmony, but just what 
the committee will do with the bill has 
not leaked out.

The Central Traffic Association, at 
their meeting at Chicago, have resolved 
that the allowing of consignments to be 
made to agents of railroad companies 
for distribution among 
several con- 
signees, either at points to which con- 
signed or beyond, to save expense to 
shippers, and imposing an expense upon 
the railroad companies, is neither con- 
sistent 
with 
proper 
methods 
nor 
economic practices, and should be dis- 
couraged by all roads. 
The agents of 
the roads at this point have been in- 
structed to be guided by this resolu- 
tion. 


The practice of discharging old and 
faithful men in the railroad service is 
becoming so common as to excite un- 
favorable comment. 
With some roads 
the hobby is that younger blood is 
wanted, but where the old men are 
dropped and young men replace them 
the service is seldom improved. 
When 
a feeling prevails that a railroad man's 
position is not certain to him, after a 
few years of faitiiful service, his ambi- 
tion to make a good record is weakened. 
To make first-class railroad men it must 
be understood in all departments that 
an employe is in the line of promotion, 
and that his position is assured to hin> 
so long as he is able to perform its du- 
ties and behaves himself. 


The Pennsylvania and the Wabash 
railroad oompanies are having a friend- 
ly dispute concerning the building of 
the watch tower on the railroad grounds 
on Hanna street, near the Bass foundry. 
The tower is already partially completed, 
the stone foundation having been finish- 
ed and much of the frame work done, 
wh«i it was discorered tiiat the Penn- 
qrlvania company had located the house 
upon the grounds of the Wabash. 
It is 
built between the two tracks, and ' snr- 
veyors were at worii settling the oontro- 
varsy yesterday.

Early in the fight, Wilson, who is a 
hurdle rider in Wallace Bros. arous, 
began his mshing, bat was cleverly 
stt^yped.

In the second round Wilson's month 
was cat again.

d renting tho roll of the senate is 


called in alphabetical order, nud UK eauh 
senator is called he htis the privilege of 
colling up for consideration any one of 
ho bills introduced by him, provided it 


in order. 
Air. Barrett wns the first 


tintor called to respond with a bill. 


Ho asked that the following be taken 
up: 


Sec. He it enncted by the general as- 


sembly of the state of Indians, that in 
all cities having a population of fifteen 
thousand or more, according to the cen- 
6U6 of 1880, the school trustees of suuh 
cities shall keep nnd maintain night., 
BolioblB, between the hours of 7 and 930

Strange as it may seem to 0110 who 
u not watched tho course adopted by
